For several months daring burglaries 


were of almost nightly occurrence. The 
police seemed powerless to prevent them. 
On the morning of April 12, last, Mrs. 
Kahney was awakened by burglars and 
called to her husband, a cripple, who was 
•leaping in an adjoining room with one Stone and pleaded 
of the children. As he entered thn door 
of his wife's room lie was shot dead. The | 
burglar* fled. A few hours later Detec- 
tive, Patrick Fitzgerald and two officers 
surprised the Biddle brothers at their 
home on Hilton strest, but before they 
were captured Fitzgerald WE* killed aud 
Edward Biddle, who shot him, was dan- 
gerously wounded. Walter Dorman, an- 
other o'f-the gong and two women, Jes- 
sie Bpdine and Jennie Seebers,' were also 
arrested.

of Kahney's murder and sentenced to be

IMPROVEMENT 


New Addition Will Provide Room 
for One Hundred ind Fifty Persons, 


PIONEER KENOSHA 


SETTLER IS DEAD 


WILL BE THE FINEST 


IN STATE OF WISCONSIN

As was briefly announced in the Jour- 


nal last evening, the board of trustees 
of 
the B*dne county insane 
asylum 


awarded the contract for erecting, the 
new 
addition to that 
institution, to 


Lacoy & Hoppe, of Burlington, their bid 
being $S,050. 


There were a number of bids submitted 


and the trustees and 
Superintendent 


Harden of the asylum spent thT«« d»y* 
oarefully looking over the same and con- 
cluded that the Burlington firm mode the 
best offer for the county. The two 
members of the firm were called in,, ex- 
plained a number of matters r.nd Dis- 
trict Attorney Lukes was instructed to 
draw up the contract at once which was 
done and it was promptly signed. 


The asylum Vos built twelve years 


ago and ia considered the very best and 
most carefully managed in the state. 
During the twelve years the number of 
inmates have rapidly increased mid th« 
structure, originally'intended for the ac- 
commodation 
of one hundred persons, 


grew too small and one hundred and thir- 
ty unfortunate patients were crowded 
into the walls of the institution. 


The attention of ihc county board was 


called to the conditions, but that body 
was slow to realize the necessities of ad- 
ditional buildings', improved heating and 
plumbing, better sanitary measures and 
purchase of more land. 


Finally a resolution was adopted by 


the board instructing the trustees to get' 
estimates of cost of an addition. At 
the last meeting of the body the annual 
report of the trustees wns submitted 
which showed that there were 122 pa-, 
tients in the place, 101 from 
Kacine 


county and the "balance other counties. 


In accordance with the resolution pass- 


ed the trustees submitted plans and es- 
timates for additional rooms, A plan of 
Trustee C. L. Graham was presented. It 
had been approved by the state board. 
The estimated cost for two wings was 
.$8,750; for steam heating the estimate 
was .5800; hot water heating about one- 
third more. 


Changing the present system of dispos- 


ing of the offal of the water closet from 
the burning system to the flush system 
was touched upon. Tlfe system is con- 
sidered a nuisance to people living near 
the asylum and entails a. cost of from 
$80 lo "$100 a yenr for fuel. The system 
is reported to ba fast going to decay, 
and in the nenr future will require a 
rebuilding at a cost of from $600 to 1700. 


The system recommended, as the asy- 


lum ha* water, is the Hushing system 
'by rinsing. The septic tank system they 
believe will be the proper one to adopt. 
This would entail a- cost of $800 for in- 
•6-ide plumbing and $400 or $500 for other 
work necessary. 


The board also recommended the pur- 


chase of additional firm 
lands. The 


board 
made provisions for 
the new 


building, but refused to buy lands, al- 
though they voted to lease a large tract 
for n term of years. 


The new wings to be added arc 25x40, 


two slories high, of brick and will con- 
tain siNtcsn new rooms. This will give 
room for 150 patients when the build- 
ing is complete. 


The contractors will commence exca- 


ratioiu for the new buildings and erect 
them as"soon as the weather permits. 
They went to the «*ylmn today 
and 


looked the ground over. 


It is said that the health 61 the a»y- 


lum hn? no equal in the country. Or. 
\V»lt«r S. Haven, in his report said: 


"No doubt, the health and comfort of 


the inmates have been ministered to by 
several factors, prominent among which 
may be mentioned the healthful location 
of "the institution, affording abundant 
opportunity lor freth air and sunshine 
for cvcrv patient within its wall*;'the 
sanitary'condition of the buiWings main- 
tained by the vigilance and constant per- 
severance of those in charge: and the 
daily attention to all the details neces- 
sary 
lo the supply of healthful 
and 


abundant food, and clean, warm and suf- 
flcient clothing. To these faclors should 
be added the soliujtouu concern, nnd ac- 
tive support of the.trustees themselves, 
in all that concerns the welfare of the 
institution. So long 
an these various 


conditions which surround the patients 
prevail-, we think that they are especial- 
ly fortunate, and in the maintenance of 
the same strict surveillance in the days 
lo come, we have the pledge of tho fu- 
ture health and comfort of those unfor- 
tupitos who arc harbored within the 
walls of the asylum.

He wai mustered out tis commissary sar- 
gearit of his company. Since the w»r 
Mr. Bacon has been connected with sev-

Thc first ground of the appeal is in 


reference to thc endorsement,of Secrc- 
tarv Long approving the finding of the 
coiii-t and rendering no opinion on the 
questions of command and credit tor the 
victory. The president is asked to annul 
this endorsement and approve Admiral 
Pcwey's statement detailing Schley in 
command, the petitioner saying that 
only in this way can exact justice be 
done him.

Any con- 
grcswnan proposing to act upon recent 
idflis advanced by financial conventions, 
will find hid troubles for his pains, for 
people demand the greenback* •he left as 
they are, and as for bank asoets bank- 
ing they will have none of it. 3t lias 
not been eo very long since the- tide of 
•battle subsided on the lines of honest 
and dishonest money, and the American 
people have liavdly yet recovered their 
breath. So in view of the 60 recent 
ending of the mighty liattlfl that has 
been, in progress for the past 
twenty 


years, any reopening of ihe lines will 
not only he imprudent, but it will be 
the .death politically of the men who en- 
gage in it. 


The country has now a paper currency 


entirely redeemable in hard money and 
there is no manner of doubt as to re- 
demption in precisely the coin stipulated. 
The, treasury hold gold dollars and sil- 
ver dollars according to the terms so 
understood ample for the redemption of 
every dollar presented for redemption. 
Tlie real truth is. this is :i good winter 
lor letting well enougli alone, not only 
upon financial lines, but upon tariff liueo 
as well. 


HOW TO COLLECT O>-E POLL TAX. 


Connecticut proposed to collect 
.- her, 


poll and military tax or know the rea- 
son why. It has been customary to cpl-. 
lect all such taxes through the 
u&ual 


channels, but naturally people begrudge1 


paying nny such taxes and-the Work. of; 
collection is slow wherever such arc 
made. But now Connecticut 
proposes 


to compel her citizens to have some re- 
gard for the time of her officials and as 
time is always money in New England 
state, people are served with notice by 
the Jaw that they must pay up on de- 
mand or go to jail. It seems the law 
gives no discretion and delinquents must 
when brought before the court, stand 
committed by the judge until they shall 
have duly naid the cost of proceedings, 
the taxes due and their interest upon the 
whole thing: in addition to this, while 
imprisoned, he shall be compelled to pay 
$'2.25 per week for his board. 
As an 


offset the merciful law allows the debtor 
one dollar per day for work performed 
in his imprisonment. An item regarding 
this sample of Connecticut thrift says: 


"This is the first statute law to make 


it possible for the collector to proceed 
against delinquent poll and military tax- 
payers without involving the town in 
a greater expenditure of money than 
can be collected. The new law puts the 
delinquent on the defense at once, and 
unless he settles before lie is arrested,- 
he 1ms to have a good excuse to get, off, 
while if he is sent to jail, incidental ox-; 
pcnses swell the cost so that he is. pretty 
sure of two or three weeks' imprison- 
ment. 


Nothing could more forcibly bring the, 


American people to n realiztion of the' 
growing greatness of their navy than- 
the increasing annual cost.

mates asked for, reach practically

hundred millions and the sc^^ctary of 
the navy has asked for nothing more 
than is rcully necessary.

ly scattered at available points by tlie 
naval bureau. S.iys an 
account. Ad- 


miral Bradford has scattered American 
coal all over the world wherever suita- 
ble, storage could bu found. He has plac- 
ed 12,000 tons at Yokohama and 5,000 
tons at Pichilinque, Mexico, and lie has 
sent large quantities1 to Guam and to the 
Philippines. He carried 9,000 tons hy 
water from the Atlantic coast to Marc 
Island, Cfll., where it came into compe- 
tition with English Cardiff coal. They 
have averaged the ftame in cost—viz.: 
$0.29 per ton. It is recommended that 
two large steam 10,000-ton colliers be- 
built to keep depots supplied in time of 
pence"iuii5 to accompany the lleeU in. 
time of war,1 while tlie department will 
soon urect a 45,000 toir conling station at 
Onvitr. near Manila.

But with roots, bay, grain 
and ensilage we have almost a com- 
plete substitute for the best Juno 
grass. Properly planned and raised.

ter feeding need not be so expensive 
that the margin of profits is narrowed. 
Indeed, they can be raised and fed in 
jvlntcr at less actual cost than the or- 
dinary feed of hay nnd grain which 
some dairymen hold as their stock win- 
ter feed.

Infatuated with Handsome Desper-

and Saws to Prisoners 


PRISON BARS CUT 


DURING THE NIGHT 


S8y Clever Rune Ona Guard Is Stunirtstl, 


Another Shot, Third Cowed aiu't the 


Criminals, Donning New Gnr- 


inents, Escape to the Street. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 30—Edward and 


John Biddle, .awaiting execution in the 
county jail for the nmvder o£ Grocer 
Thomas F, Kahney of Mount Washiing- 
ton. overpowered the guards at 4 o'clock 
this morning and escaped. 


The prisoners occupied adjoining cells 


and had evidently been .preparing for es- 
cape for some time with assistance from 
the outside. Both had secured revolv- 
ers and saws with which to cub the cell 
bars. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock one of the Bid- 


cHcs called to James McGeary. \\l\o had 
charge oi the outside gates, and asked 
for some medicine in u hurry, saying his 
brother WHS dangerously sick. 


McGeary hastened 1o the cell with 


the medicine '.vlien John 'Middle .sprang 
through the opening he had made in his 
ctll, and, seizing the guiuxl uround the 
waist, hurled him ever the railing to the 
stone floor beneath, a distance of six- 
teen feet. 


Edward Biddle joined lii* brother im- 


mediately and. both, with drawn revolv- 
ers, hurried to the first door, where they 
•fnet Guard Reynolds.and shot him. 


There were but three men on duty, 


and the third was on one of the upper 
ranges. He was ordered down at the 
point of a revolver and the three guards 
were put. in the dungeon. The keys were 
taken from Keeper McGeary, unil the 
1wo desperate prisoners had a'clear path. 
The only persons who witnessed the es- 
cape were prisoners. 


Tlu: Biddies went to the guard room 


where the guards keep 
their clothing 


and after each had put on a 1'tw suit, 
they unlocked 'the outside gates 
and 


passed out into Iloss street. 


The escape was not discovered until 


the daylight guards came on duty at 6 
a m. They were informed by prisoners 
where the night guards had been put 
end they were released from the dungeon 
and sent to the homeopathic .hospital. 


For several months daring burglaries 


•were of almost nightly occurrence. 
The 


police seemed powerless to prevent them. 
On. the morning of April 12, Li.st, Mrs. 
Kahney was awakened by burglars and 
called to her husband, a cripple, who was 


shrewdness of tlm two criminals is such 
that the police, have a hard problem to 
solve in their recapture. 


The two guards injured probably will 


recover. The bullet wound sustained by 
Reynolds is not, regarded as dangerous.

The story of the matter is brief. Mrs. 


Soffett was the only person admitted to 
the jail- .since la*t 
Sunday. Yesterday 


she visited them during the warden's ab- 
sence. Last evening she retired at 9 
o'clock. She told her husband that she 
was going to visit a sister at McDonald, 
and that she would retire early so that 
she could get an early start. Warden 
Sott'ett was about the jail until about 12 
o'clock. He retired to his room which is 
separate from Mrs. Soffett's short!y be- 
fore 1 o'clock. When 
he awoke this 


morning he asked for Mrs. Soffett and 
was informed that she was absent, Lat- 
er, \vlieri the details of the escape be- 
came known he telephoned to McDonald 
and was informd that Mrs. Soffett v'R« 
not there. 


Warden Soffett immediately made a 


frank confession of his suspicions. 


The county commissioners met this af- 


ternoon and offered a reward of $5,000

As was briefly announced in the Jour- 


nal last evening, the board of trustees 
of 
the Racine county insane 
asylum 


awarded the contract for erecting, the 
new addition to that institution to 
Lacey A Iloppe, of Burlington, their bid 
being $8,050. 


There were a number of bids •submitted 


and the trustees and 
Superintendent 


Harden of the asylum spent three. d»yu 
carefully looking over the same and con- 
cluded that the Burlington firm made the 
best offer for the county. Tlie two 
members of the firm -were called in,, ex- 
plained a number of matters and Dis- 
trict Attorney Lukes was instructed to 
draw up the contract at once which was 
done and it was promptly signed. 


The asylum Svas built twelve years 


ago and is considered the very best and 
most carefully managed in the state. 
During the twelve years the number of 
inmates have rapidly increased and tlvi 
structure, originally'intended for the ac- 
commodation 
of one hundred persons, 


grew too small and one hundred and thir- 
ty unfortunate patients were crowded 
into the walls of the -institution.--.;.-'- 
. 


Tlie attention of the county board was 


called to the conditions, but that body 
was slow to realize the necessities of ad- 
ditional buildings, improved heftting and 
plumbing, better sanitary measures, and 
purchase of more landV 
' • . ' • • • • • 


/••finally a resolution was adopted by 
the board instructing the trustees to get' 
estimates of cost of an addition. , At 
the last meeting of the body the annual 
report of the trustees was submitted 
which showed that there were 122 pa-. 
tients in the place, 101 from Racine 
county and the 'balance other counties. 


In accordance with the resolution pass- 


ed the trustees submitted plans and es- 
timates for additional rooms. A plan of. 
Trustee C. L. Graham was presented. It 
had been approved by the state board. 
;The estimated cost for. two wings was 
.$6,750;-. for steam heating the estimate 
was..$800; hot water 'heating about one- 
third more. 


Changing the present system of dispos- 


ing of the offal of the water closet from 
the burning system to the flush system 
was touched upon. Tlfe system is con- 
sidered a nuisance to people living near 
the asylum and entails a cost of from 
$80 to $100; a. year fov fuel. The system 
is reported to be fast going to d*cay, 
and in the near future will require a 
rebuilding at a-cost of from $600 to $700. 


The system recommended, as the asy- 


lum 'has water, is the Hushing system 
by rinsing. The septic tank system they 
believe will be the proper brie to adopt. 
This would entail a- cost of $800 for in- 
side plumbing and $400 or $500 for other 
work necessary, 
>

The board also recoramwided the pur- 


chase ot additional farm lands. The 
board 
made provisions 
for the new 


building, but refused to buy lands, al- 
though they voted to lease a large tract 
for a term of years. 


The new wings to be added are 25x40, 


two stories high, of bvick and will con- 
tain sixteen new rooms. This will give 
room for 150 patients when the build- 
uig is'complete. 


Tlie contractors will commence exca- 


vation* for the new buildings and erect 
them as'Soon as the weather permits. 
They went to .the asylum today and 
looked the ground ov«r. 


It is'said that'.the health of the, asy- 


lum has no equal in the country. JJr.

So long as these various 
Conditions which surround the patients 
prevail-, we think that they a.re especial- 
ly fortunate, and in the maintenance of 
tbe same strict surveillance in the days 
to come, we have the pledge of the fu- 
ture health and comfort of those unfor- 
tunnies who are harborevd within the 
walls of the asylum.

Accounts from Utah are to the effect 


that polygamy 'is iSoing practiced 
de- 


spite the rigorous la.\v, and the obliga- 
tion Utah assumed when it was admit- 
ted as a state into the Union. At the. 
time the admission was opposed by a 
large number of people who 
had 
no 


faith in the good intentions of the poly- 
gamous 
mormons., and 
later events 


would tend to bear them out. it has not 
been so long since that a reverend gen- 
tleman from the city of Salt Lake, spoke 
out his mind and told of the facts. From 
what he says the law is openly and de- 
fiantly violated and it is necessary if 
the polygamous practice be blotted out 
to enact a constitutional amendment to 
the federal constitution absolutely for- 
bidding polygamy. 


These Utah bigamists assert polygamy 


is a part of their religion and therefore 
the laws do not touch them., for the 
reason under the federal constitution as 
it now exists it is permitted under the 
provision no interference shall be made 
with the exercise of religious rites and 
polygamy is a part of their religion. 


These bigamists were very careful dur- 


ing the period when agitation was in 
progress to admit their territory as a 
state not to assert anything of the sort, 
but on the contrary all that was heard 
was that a pledge would be given poly- 
gamy should not be practiced, but given 
up entirely. It has been attempted to 
cause the .impression the law debarred 
polygamous fathers from caring for their 
plural wives and children, but this is not 
tho case, for the law does nothing of 
tue sort. The law' does 
require they 


shall not live in a polygamous state and 
a mormon is allowed of course to take 
care of his former wives and his children 
born in that state, only lie is not permit- 
ted to live with but one sis elsewhere. 
The requirement which Utah submitted 
to when it was admitted was not harsh: 
it was but just to the rest of the coun- 
try, for the practice o\ polygamy was 
abhorrent to the moral sense 
of the 


country and to have permitted it in one 
stale, would have been to have permit- 
ted bigamy in every state. Polygamy is 
bigamy and it cannot be made anything 
else of. It is highly objectionable, and 
repellant to_ every respectable man and 
woman dnd 
it should be 
effectually 


stamped out.

HOW TO COLLECT O\E POLL 
TAX, 


Connecticut proposed to collect.. he!% 


poll and military tax or know the rea- 
son why. It has been customary to. col-; 
lect nil such taxes through the 
usual 


channels, but naturally people begrudge^ 
paying any such taxes ami the Work. of; 
collection is slow wherever such are 
made. But Jiow Connecticut proposes 
to compel her citizens to have some re- 
gard for the time of her officials and as 
time is always money in New England 
state, people arc served with notice by 
the law that they must pay up on de- 
mand or go to jail. It seems the law 
gives no discretion and delinquents must 
when brought before the court, stand 
committed by the judge until they shall 
have duly paid the cost of proceedings, 
the taxes due and their interest upon the 
whole thing: in addition to this, while 
imprisoned, he shall be compelled to pay 
$2.25 per week for his board. 
As an 


offset the merciful law allows the debtor 
one dollar per day for work performed 
in his imprisonment. An item regarding 
this sample of Connecticut thrift says: 


''•This is the first statute law to make 


it possible for the collector to proceed 
against delinquent poll and military tax- 
payers without involving tho town in 
a greater expenditure of money 
than 


can be collected. The new law puts the 
delinquent on the defense at once, and 
unless he settles before he is arrested/ 
he has to have a good excuse to get off, 
while if lie is- sent to jail, incidental .ek*- 
penses swell tho cost so that lie is. pretty" 
sure of two or three weeks' imprison- 
ment. 


Nothing could more forcibly bring the 


American people to a realiztion "of" tlicj' 
growing greatness of their navy- than 
the increasing annual cost.
